work

not lelinn to work in the morning 
A committee will be at work early en- 
deavoring to get these contractors to 
sign tho agreement, which will pnt 
their men at work and enable the 
great enterprise to be pushed to an 
early completion 


The BOSSIOU of the two committees 


this afternoon was a- long one and both 
sides of the question were discussed 
Director of the works Burnham proved 
to Mr Russell, president of the Build- 
ing Tradi s council, that the building 
trade had agreed when work on the 
buildings was commenced that union 
and nonuu ion men should work together 
without discrimination It was this 
question of hiring nonunion men that 
was the i cat cause of the strike Pres- 
ident Russell finally acknowledged 
thut in that one particular the build- 
ing trades were in the wrong The doc- 
ument was then drawn up by George 
Masscy, and was signed by the execu- 
tive committee of the building trades 


The strike was then declared off and 


President Russell promised that the 
men should return to work this morn- 
ing as if nothing had happened 
Dele- 


egntes will he st itioned outside the 
grounds to instruct the men to go back, 
but not to allow the men working for 
those contractors who have not signed 
the new scale to resume work The 
meeting broke up in a friendly man-

The Release of TurplH, the Inventor 61

PARIS, April 11 —President Carnot 


has issued an order for the release of 
M Turpm, the inventor of Melinite,

Miners in the pit hurried to the 
scene and found William George, aged 
W years, dead and horribly burned Wil- 
liam Wellington, aged* .17, a laborer, 
was fatally burned and three Hun- 
garians, whose names are unknown, 
are slightly burned and otherwise in- 
jured.

Oloae at Homo. 


The official oaU has just been issued 


for what will be, perhaps, the greatest 
Sunday school convention ever held in 
tbe world. 
U is to be the twelfth na- 


tional, the seventh international, ana 
theeeeond world's convention all in one, 
and will sit in St. Louis from Anguat 81, 
to September 6, the last three day being 
devoted to the world's convention. The 
first world's Sunday school convention 
was held in London, England, in July 
1889, and was attended by 400 delegates 
tramthfa country, who chartered tie 
steamer Bothnia for that purpose. The 
choice of St. Louis as the place of the 
prtsent meeting was made at the sixth 
international convention, bald at Klts- 
bnrg, the object being to aannro perfect 
quiet for the deliberations. The Sunday 
school workers of that oity have tendered 
hospitality to ell dnly aooredited dele- 
gates provided their names and addresses 
are received by the entertainment com- 
mittee before Angost 21. The call is 
signed by B. F. Jacobs, m behalf of the 
international convention, and by Edward 
Towers, of London, and B. F. Jacobs on 
behalf of the world's convention. 
The 


programme has bean arranged and mailed 
to London for approval, and will not be 
announced nntil it is returned with the 
sanction ot the London authorities.
